concern, diligently to obſerve, take notice of, and attend the Erecution of this Bis Royal Plealure, and 
to give Inkoꝛmation to the Lo2ds and others ok the Pꝛivy Council, of the Delmquents, that they may 
be pzocceded againſt, and receive Zuniſhment accozding to their Demerits.
